The case agains.t Brandenburg was 


to have come up before Justice Dowl- 
ing in the supreme' court Monday, but 
when the time came for calling of the 
defendant to the bar, Brandenburg, 
who had been out on 51500 bail fur- 
nished by a bonding company, could 
not he found. 


After ordering tlie calling of his 


name by the clerk 
of 
the 
court, 


Dowling forfeited Brandenburg's bail 
and issued a bench warrant i'or his 
irrest. 


No trace of Brandenburg has been 


•found. 
Samuel B. Thomas, Brand- 


enburg's attorney, says that he re- 
:eived no word from his client since 
Sunday night, when he had had a 
telephonic conversation with him, and 
he was in ignorance of the writer's 
present whereabouts. 


The case against. Brandenburg grew 


out of the sale by him of an article 
purporting to have been -written by the 
late Grover Cleveland, in which the 
former president advocated the elec- 
tion of William H. Taft. 
After its 


publication the article 
was 
-widely 


circulated as campaign literature. .•• 


The article was., brought to the at- 


tention of Mrs. 
Cleveland, who is 


alleged to have declared 
H entirely 


apocryphal, and an investigation en- 
sued which resulted in the indictment 
of Brandenburg on a charge of grand 
larceny in the second degree, pre- 
ferred by The Times.

The experiments made show 


tl-at these movements happen most 
frequently at places where tho opera- 
tor';; experience has led him to be- 
liove that water may be found. 


The nsek'ssiicss of the divining rod 


is indicated by the facts that the roj 
miy be worked at will by the opera- 
tor, that he fails to detect strong 
currents of water running in tunnels 
and other channels that afford no sur- 
face ideations of water, and that his 
locations i:, limestone regions where 
water flows in well defined channels 
are rarely more sucessful than those 
dependent on mere guesses. In fact 
its jperators are successful only iu 
regior.s in which -round water occurs 
in a definite sheet in porous material, 
or in more or less clayey deposils, 
such as the pebbly clay or till, in 
.which, although a few failures occur, 
wells would get water anywhere. 


Ground water occurs under certain 


definite condition:!, and as in humid 
regions, a stream may be predicted 
wherever a valley is known, so one 
familiar with rocks and ground wator 
conditions may predict places where 
ground water can bo found. 
No ap- 


pliance either electrical or mechani- 
cal, haw yet been successfully used 
for detecting water in places where, 
plain common sense or good guessing 
,.-ould not have shown its presence 
just as well. 
The only advantage 


of employing a "water witch," as the 
operator of the divining rod is some- 
times called, is that skilled services 
are obtained, most men so employed' 
being keener and better observers.of 
the occurrence and movements of 
ground water than the average per- 
son.

Bees often take 
products from (lowers which have a 
bad taste: and the 
chemist Keller 


found that honey coming from the 
chestnut tree sometimes has a disa- 
greeable flavor. 


From wheat flowers we

sembles bitter almonds, ami honey 
from asparagus flowers is most unpal- 
atable. 
Honey taken from the colza 


plant is of an oily nature, and that 
taken from onions has the taste of 
the latter. 
In such cases the honey 


is much improved by the addition of 
Inverted sugiir. 
Prof. Herxl'eld givos 


a practical method of preparing this 
form of sugar: We take 1 kilogram 
(2.2 pounds) of high quality refined

The bei.t was found hidden in the 
wall of the house.
